Building Cisterns. 


The present time ia the best for build- 


ing a cistern, because the fail rains are 
equal in quantity to more than half tho1 
whole of the rainfall of the year, and the 
cistern will be filled very soon for the 
winter's supply, and the spring rains will 
supply it for the summer. 
There arc 


some preliminary things to be thought of 
before one bogir.s to build. First, the 
location should be on high ground, and,' 
it' possible, at a point where the level 
falls away in each direction, so that sur- 
face water will drain away and not enter 
to spoil the cistern water. 
Usually one 


builds tho barn on such a spot, so that a 
convenient place near the bam or under 
a shed close by, or under the floor of the 
barn, would serve very well for the place 
of the cistern. Second, the shape of the 
cistern is of much account, both as to 
economy of building it, and its capacity 
when finished. Again, the strength of it 
depends greatly upon the shape, for n 
round cistern is a continuous arch, and 
will resist the pressure of the earth out- 
side, much better than a snuare one. A 
round cistern, too, will hold more water 
than a scjuare one for the length oil wall 
in it. The following table gives the area 
and length of wall of tho common sizes 
of cisterns, by which one can easily sec 
how much more economical the round 
cistern is than the square one.

_ It had been seen that a ten-foot round 


cistern hag leas wall than an eight-foot 
square one, and lias fourteen xquare feet 
more surface. A furteen-foot round cis- 
tern has only three feet more wnli than a 
ten-foot square one, whieh in leas than 
eight percent, more wall, while it lias 
nfty-threc square feet, or more than fifty 
per cent, more area, und consequently 
holds one-half more water for one-twelfth 
more expanse of wall. 
Besides this, the 


extra strength should be considered. 


In estimating the cost of a cistern the 


following details will he useful: A brick 
is eight inches long, four inches in dianie- 
uud two and a half thick. When Jaid 
flat anil lengthwise it -will make a wall 
four, inches thick, and as eacli brick has 
twenty square inches of surface, seven 
will make a square foot of wall. A brick 
laid upon its edge makes a two and a half 
inch wall, and has thirty-two square 
inches of surface, so that four anil a half 
would make a square foot of wall. A 
sixteen-foot round cistern twelve iVct 
deep will have 372 square feet of wall, 
and will require about 2,1100 brick for a 
four-inch wall, which is quite slroiiL' 
enough in loose and sandy soil. 
In soliU 


gravelly soil a two and n "half-inch wall 
is strong enough, and for a ton-funt cis- 
tern about 1,700 bricks will be required. 
In good solid cluy or hard-pan soil no 
bricks will bo required, as the cement 
may be laid directly upon the clay. 
In 


building the wall it should be well plas- 
tered on the back na it goes up, and vhen 
one foot of wall in built the soil should b3 
carefully rammed behind the wall to give 
it a secure support against the pressuiv of 
the water inside. This is very important, 
and if it is not done the cistern will he 
almost sure to break and let the water 
out. 
The quantity of cement to be used, 


of cour.se, depends upon the brick used. 
The cement may either be the imported

the American, which is about one-third 
the

is 


equally as good in every respect but one, 
which is that it requires more time to 
set. 
Tins, however, is really an advan- 


tage, as it is not requisite when using tin's 
cement to be so particular about doing 
the work with such rapidity as is of'teii 
inconvenient, lint when "a cistern is 
made without a wall and the cement i,< 
laid directly upon the earth it will be 
better to have the quick-setiing cement, 
because much better work- can be clone, 
by having the 
cement 
harden and 


set as ft is 
laid 
ail 
round, one 


foot 
in height 
at 
a time, 
before 


the next foot is laid on. There is then 
no risk of the plaster giving way under 
the weight and settling down into a mass 
at tho bottom. 


The cement and sand should be well 


mixed together dry, 
A barrel of cement 


and one or two of good clean, rather 
coarse sharp sand are the right propor- 
tions. The sand is laid first on aboard 
or floor and spread one inch thick, one 
inch of cement is then laid upon the 
sand and spread evenly, another inch of 
sand is then spread upon the. cement. As 
it is very important to have the mixture 
very thoroughly made and no grain of 
sand in it that is not in contact with 
cement, for otherwise the water will 
filter through it, it is worth while to 
pass tho sand and cement through a sieve 
a shovelful at a time, by whieh they are 
very evenly mixed. For good work we 
would spread the heap thus made and 
sil'titover again. 
It is then ready for

_The death o£ this old, well known, and

This must be used 
ut once, and it ia setting while the next 
butuh is mixing. A barrel ol'cenientaud 
two of sand will make cnoua;h mortar to 
lay .-iix or seven bricks and plaster over 
the batch. Before the bricks are laid they 
should Lo well soaked in water or they 
will absorb the moisture from the cement 
and make bad work of it. 
When ready 


to begin work water should be thrown 
over the bricks until they will soak up 
no more. 
A brick will easily absorb a 


pint of water and 
yet appear 
dry. 


Wheu the wall ia laid up it ia to be ce- 
mcutcd. A brick wall will not retain 
the water, but if it has been well laid 
only a half-inch coat of mortar will be 
ueeded. First, the wall should be cov- 
ered over with a thick wask of clear ce- 
ment and water, by which the pores of 
the bricks are closed and a good founda- 
tion laid for the plaster to adhere to; 
sixty square feet of wall with two coats 
will require one barrel of clour cement, 
or if cement and sand are used in equal 
portions, a barrel of each will cover one 
hundred and twenty square feet. Amor- 
tar ol this kind is good enough for the 
plastering if a thick wash coat af clear 
cement is laid on as u finish.

It is well to draw in the wall near the
